Agriculture 


The Agriculture committee 
of the 1970 Grand jury visited 
the following departments 
‘ ing the past year: 
Agriciiture commissioner, 
Agriculture~Extension service, 
Parks, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Road, State & 
County Joint Fire, Mosquito 
Abatement district, Central 
California Tristeza ‘Control 
agency, Humane society, and 
Air Pollution by Burning. 

The committee wishes to 
thank the department heads 
and staffs for their cooperation 
and willingness to help in any 
way, as we made out visits. We 
feel the personnel is dedicated 
to their work, and well 
qualified in their respective 
lines of work. 

Pollution: The committee, 
“being aware of ‘the public 
concern with air pollution, 
discussed the problem with Dr. 
Gorden Snow, PH.D., with the 
State Department of 
Agriculture and Jim Pickup, of 
the Tulare County Health 
department who. outlined 
Assembly Bill No. 16, relating 
to agricultural burning, 
authorizing Air Pollution 
Control districts to determine

Audit 

The Audit committee of the 
Tulare County Grand Jury has 
complied with Sections 925 and 
. 926 of the Penal code of the 
State of California by engaging 
an audit firm to make a 
complete audit of the various 
departments of the County of 
Tulare. Specifications for the 
audit have been reviewed by 
the Audit committee of the 
1969 Grand Jury, the audit 
firm that conducted the audit 
for that Grand Jury and other 
interested persons and 
departments to upgrade and 
bring current ‘these 
specifications. : 

Bids were invited from the 
audit firms interested, and the 
bid of James B. McCallum and 
Company of Fresno was 
accepted by the Grand Jury. 
This firm agreed to conduct the 
audit as specified for a sum 
not to exceed $15,000. 

This firm has had much 
experience in the auditing of 
govermental agencies and 
conducted the audit of Tulare 
county in 1968. The final 
report of their audit was 
approved by the Grand Jury

Administration 


The 1969 Grand Jury was 
continued into 1970, and as a 
result, our committee held its 
organizational meeting on 
March 31, 1970. In an effort to 
overcome the late start, we 
decided to invite the chairmen 
of the former Administration 
committees to attend our next 
meeting in order to brief us on 
problems that existed during 
their Grand Jury terms. After 
studying the reports of the past 
five years, it was found that 
many of the same problems 
Occurred year after year, 
indicating that the 
recommendations of past Grand

Narcotics 


This committee is making 
two recommendations. They 
are: 1. Stiffer fines and 
sentences for convicted sellers 
of illegal drugs and narcotics, 

This expresssion — represénts 
exactly the sentiments of this 
Grand Jury. No other subject 
created such a total unanimity 
among its members. As we 
perceive it, in the majority of 
narcotics cases involving a sale, 
the seller is treated too 
leniently. We have compassion 
for the addict-seller and 
understanding for. the 
rehabilitation needs of the user, 
but the person who sells illegal 
drugs for commercial reasons 
ought to be severely punished. 

Usually, the sentencing of 
convicted narcotic violators is 
well attended by other 
members of the drug culture. 
The deterrent effect to many of 


the penalties imposed amounts . 


to nothing. This effect is 
further reduced in case after 
case where sentences are 
modified, 18-20 year olds are 
certified to Juvenile court, or 
the prisoner is allowed to enter 
society by a court order. 
In spite of the high cost of 
processing narcotics cases

Health & Hospital 


Recommendations: 1. The 
Tulare County Mental Health 
Program be expanded to 
include treatment of alcoholics. 

2. Methadone clinics for the 
treatment of heroin addicts be 
established in selected locations 
in Tulare county under the 
direction of the Tulare County 
Mental Health Organization. 

3. Tulare General hospital be 
brought up to the standards 
required for hospital 
accreditation. 

4. Establish perpetual 


. inventory records on materials 


and supplies in the storeroom 
at Tulare General. 

The details involved in the 
formulation of the 
recommendations made above 
are outlined according to the 
area of investigation. 

Mental Health is America’s 
number one social problem 
costing the United States seven 
billion dollars per year. 

Tulare county is indeed 
fortunate to have a Mental 
Health program that is available 
to its residents. Some 2,500 
persons are now being served 
either through in-patient 
facilities or through day care 
and out-patient clinics. 

Presently however, there are 
a large number of mentally ill 
persons in Tulare county that 
are not receiving treatment. 
These are the alcoholics and 
problem drinkers whose 
numbers are estimated in excess

A.N. Kasimatis, 
extension viticulturist, from 
Davis, and Pete Christensen, 
farm advisor in Fresno county, 
will discuss wine grape varieties 
adapted to the San Joaquin 
valley, their charteristics, and 
requirements of trellising and 
training for mechanical 
harvesting.

TEMPERATURE 
HITS 22 IN 
CITRUS AREAS 


PORTERVILLE —- Low 
temperatures of 22 degrees are 
reported by growers in some 
citrus areas of southeastern 
Tulare county, and official low, 
during a series of cold nights, as 
tecorded at the Daybell weather 
station in Porterville, was 23 
degrees for the 24-hour period 
that ended at 8 a.m., Tuesday. 

The freezing weather, that hit 
Sunday has continued through 
five nights, and there is 
indication that “more of the. 
same” may be in the offing. 

As for damage to citrus, 
report from the office of the 
Tulare County Agricultural 
commissioner is that ah accurate 
assessment cannot be made for 
at least another week or 10 days, 
when evidence of actual frost 
damage will begin to show inside _ 
the orange. :

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WHEN DO WE FACE REALITY? 
Alive and kicking, unfortunately, is the federal zevenue sharing 
that has been considered, off and on, for several years. In fact, 
signs of life are apparent and there is more than considerable 
ility that this idea of states sharing federal wealth (your wealth 
y wealth, incidentally) may get out of the idea category and 
ito actual operation. 

Pressure comes from governors of many states, and from mayors 
many large cities, who argue that with more and more money 
‘ing drained away from states by the federal government, states are 
becoming less and less able to balance their budgets. In fact great 
tears of anguish are being shed by governors and big-city mayors 
about deterioration of practically everything because the federal 
government gets too much of the taxpayers’ money. 

The solution? 

Well, it’s all very simple to the true-blue politician - just have the 
federal government kick back money to the states with no strings 
attached, then everyone will be happy. The states will then have the 

_ money they think they need; they can pass some of it on down to 
the cities, and the deterioration of practically everything will be 
stopped, immediately. 

ot being a true-blue politician, we suggest that such a program 
represents only a further tightening of the tax spiral, because we 
have no confidence in the federal government reducing its budget to 
compensate for money kicked back to states. 

e have great confidence in the federal government continuing to 
‘increase its budget - and its taxes, natch - probably using the 
_ kick-back to states as part of its tax-increase justifications. 

_ And we have no confidence in state governments reducing taxes 
as a result of federal kick-backs. We have great confidence that state 
governments will continue to increase budgets.and taxes, while 
true-blue politicians explain through their tears that there is still not 
enough money to go around. 

' So what do we suggest? 

1. Forget once and for all the federal revenue sharing plan. 

2. Reduce, rather than expand, federal aid programs. 

3. Elect people to public office at federal, state, county and city 
levels who will dry their tears, analyze the public problems that are 
legitimately in their area of concern - then get-out of other areas, 
thus eliminating the tremendously inefficient overlapping of public 
programs that is becoming more and more common-place. 

Do we expect the true-blue politicians to consider our points? 

. Actually, we do not. But voter support might be surprising that 
would go to a politician - Republican or Democrat - who would 
aggressively follow along these lines, and who would point out the 
_ absurdity of the federal government collecting money from states, 
_ then kicking it back to states, rather than leaving the money in the 
' $tates to begin with.

Deer Tag 
Returns Down 


SACRAMENTO - Returns of 
buck tags from California’s 1970 
deer seasons showed a 20 
percent decrease from the 
previous year, the Department 
of Fish and Game has reported. 

A final tally of tag returns 
showed 38,645 for 1970 as 
compared with 48,288 in 1969, 
a decrease of 9,643, the DFG 
reports. Hunter success - based 
on tag sales and the return of 
buck tags - dropped from 11.6 
percent in 1969 to 9.8 percent 
in 1970. : 

DFG. wildlife management 
officials said~ that deer 
populations have remained fairly 
stable, and they attributed the 
decrease in the tag returns 
largely to reduced hunter effort.

_ of 10,000. The cost of 
alcoholism to the citizens of 
Tulare county is estimated at 
five million dollars per year. 
This large amount of money is 
‘spent in all areas of County 


government, 
In the area of law 
enforcement, in 1967, 3,000 


arrests were reported for public 
intoxication and 1,300 arrests 
for drunk driving. Ten percent 
of Tulare county’s automobile - 
accidents involved drinking 
drivers. The California 
Department of Justice estimates 
that alcohol is involved in 65% 
to 70% of all crimes committed 
in Tulare county. 

In the area of welfare, in 
1967, alcohol caused an 
estimated $766,334.50 to be 
paid out in welfare grants 
because of the inability of the 
drinker to work and to 
neglected wives and children. 
The tax. supported Tulare 
County hospital spent 
approximately $50,000.00 in 
1967 on patients with alcohol 
problems. No price tag can be 
placed on the human suffering 
and deaths caused by alcohol. 

It is not difficult to see why 
alcohol is considered the fourth 
ranking health problem in the 
United States. It is for these 
reasons, and the: failure of jails 
and current hospital programs to 
solve this County’s considerable 
alcohol problem, that this 
committee makes its first 
recommendation. 

Recommendation: The- 
Tulare County Mental Health 
program be expanded to- 
include treatment of alcoholics. 

The second recommendation 
of this committee concerns the 
establishment of Methadone 
clinics in Tulare county. 

New legislation by the State . 
allows Methadone clinics to be 
set up on a non-research basis. 
This will enable Tulare county 
to offer more meaningful help 
to its heroin addicts. Although 
methadone is not the answer 
for all heroin addicts it does 
allow those people wishing to 
be free of their addiction to 
become useful citizens. through 
the use of methadone. 

With one hundred identified 
and an estimated one hundred 
unidentified heroin addicts in 
Tulare couniy, it is the feeling 
of this committee that 
everything possible should be 
done to help these people. The 
cost of the Methadone clinics

would be low and the savings in 
lowered crime rates and in lives 
could be high. 

Recommendation: 
Methadone clinics for the 
treatment of heroin addicts be 
established in selected locations 
in Tulare county under the 
direction of the Tulare County 
Mental Health organization. 

Tulare General hospital: The 
committee wishes to ¢ommend 
the board of supervisors in their 
selection of a new hospital 
administrator and for the 
professional way in which he 
was selected. We would also 
like to comment favorably on 
the progress being made in the 
bookkeeping systems at Tulare 
general. The board of 
supervisors decision to write off 
outdated accounts receivable in 
accordance with the 
recommendation of the annual 
audit, should be of great 
assistance in the upgrading of 
Tulare General’s Accounting 
department. 

The major concern of this 
committee about Tulare general 
is the need for that facility to 
meet the standards required for 
hospital . accreditation. In a 
Hospital 
Administrator Ron Nielsen, the 
many advantages of having a 
hospital accredited were 
outlined for this committee as 
show below. 

Accreditation notes and 


consideration: What Is An 
“Accredited”’ Hospital? “It is 
one that meets standards of 


patient care set up by a ‘Joint 
Commission’ of leading health 
associations.” 


“If your hospital has 
accreditation, you can have 
confidence that it has 


voluntarily met both standards 
of patient care and is 
continually striving to offer the 
best possible service.” 

Why: Accreditation? 1. 
Accreditation calls for an 
adequate physical plant which 
assures necessary bed space, 
toilett and bathing facilities, 
lighting, heat, air conditioning, 
and further requires necessary 
fire protection, training and 
control. It includes written and 
carefully practiced community 
disaster plan. 

2. Accreditation requires an 
number and 
appropriately trained ancillary 


professionals, including 
registered nurses, licensed 
vocational nurses (and a 


required percentage of each), 
ADA dietician, registered 
pharmacist, registered medical 
laboratory technologist and 
x-ray technologist, and so forth. 

3. Accreditation also 
carefully reviews nursing 
staffing, organizations, nursing 
procedures and policies, 
ongoing inservice education, 


and nursing care plans for: 


organized patient care. 

4. Accreditation . requires 
adequate and appropriate 
medical staff organization for 
self-government, including 
appropriate committee work for 
adequate ongoing clinical review 
of the medical practice in the 
hospital. 

5. Accreditation suggests and 
requires adequate means of 
medical record resume. to 
enable a full understanding of 
patient treatment and progress 
for current and future patient 
care, regardless of the physician 
treating the patient. 

6. Accreditation requires 
under each hospital department, 
such as dietary, pharmacy, etc., 
very definite standards of 
procedural control in the 
interest of the patient and the 
cooperative assistance to the 
physician. 

7. Where appropriate, 
medical divisions are organized 
and self-governed to facilitate 
specialfy professional 
interaction, 

8. Accreditation standards 
meet requirements set by 


government agencies for patient:

care and more and more other 
third party payors and 
standards required by most 
insurance agencies covering 
physical plant and professional 
liability. 

9. Professional posture with 
and for physicians, anesthetists, 
registered nurses, board 
members, and administration, 
(In the interest of recruitment, 
ancillary professional people 
and doctors are interested as to 
whether or not we are 
accredited.) 

10. In the. event of litigation 
there may. be some significance 
in - standards of conduct be 
‘usual and customary” or 
within the realm as “prudent” 


practice if hospital work ig . 


under accreditation standards. 
(This could also have a serious 
reverse reaction if function is 
not within standards and we are 
accredited.) 

11. Most educational 
affiliations with licensed 
vocational nurse or registered 
nurse schools usually require 
accreditation. 

12. Accreditation finally sets 
the prestige quite vital for pride 
and confidence of lay citizenry 
and personnel, of progressive 
professional hospital ancillary 
and medical staff proud and 
confident in “their hospital.” 

With this information, and 
the plans Nielsen has outlined 
for bringing Tulare General up 
to accreditation standards, the 


committee makes its third 
recommendation. 
Recommendation: Tulare 


General hospital be brought up 
to standards required. for 
hospital accreditation. 

As a part of the audit report 
prepared by James B. McCallum 
and Company for. the 1970 
Grand Jury, the fourth 
recommendation was made. The 
Health and Hospital committee 
conveys this recommendation 


to the board of supervisors for - 


implementation. 

Recommendation: Establish 
perpetual inventory records on 
materials and supplies in the 
storeroom at Tulare general. 

The Public Health 
Department is operating 
adequately under the leadership 
of Dr. L.F. Chemberlen. 
However, the Grand Jury finds 
that no change has been made 
in the manner in which Well 
Baby clinics have been 
administered in Tulare county 
‘in the past twenty years. 

There is a need for the 
expansion of health services and 
a. greater emphasis should be 
placed on extending the 
educational services of the 


Public Health department to 
the community. 
These changes could be 


accomplished through the 
established clinics. The nurses 
are competent and well trained 
and are not being used to their 
full advantage considering the 
new emphasis on the use of 
para-medic personnel in the 
medical field. We suggest that 
the incoming Grand Jury look 
further into this matter. 

Continued participation in 
the Air Pollution Control 
district is urged, as is the 
cooperation of all the citizens 
of Tulare county in controlling 
environmental problems. 

It has been suggested to this 
committee that the doctors at 
the Public Health building in 
Visalia could assume 
responsibility for the medical 
needs at the County jail: This 
Suggestion has not been fully 
investigated, so no 
recommendation along this line 
will be made, however, the 
1971 Grand Jury may wish to 
look into this matter.

and designate, from 
meteorological data, what days 
agricultural burning may be 
permitted. 

This bill also authorizes 
burning on non-burning days if 
the denial would threaten 
eminent and. substantial 
economic loss. 

Dr. Snow pointed out that 
agricultural burning of stubble 


fields, trees and vines does 


contribute to the problem of 
air pollution. It also attracts 
attention because of the smoke. 
However, it only creates a small 
percentage of the problem, for 
without question, the 
automobile is the worst 
offender because it produces 
photo-chemical smog, which is 
the health hazard. 

Agricultural Extension: A 
University of California 
Agricultural Extension program 
that impressed the committee is 
the Federally-Funded Expanded 
Nutrition Education Program 
(ENEP). It is administered by 
Mrs. Mary Ruth Dewey, home 
advisor. Its purpose is the 
instruction of low income 
families in the purchase and 
preparation of foods, proper 
methods of sanitation, and 
insect control. A_ substantial 
number of Tulare county 
families have received training 
under this program. 

In support of this program, 
the committee recommends 
that the Home Economics 
department be supplied with 
additional tables, stoves, sinks 
and supplemental equipment to 
carry out its work. 

Mosquito Abatement 
district: Lindsay and Porterville 
are the only two cities in the 
San Joaquin valley that are not 
in a Mosquito Abatement 
district. :

There have been petitions 
signed by 30% of the voters in 
the Lindsay-Porterville area in 
favor of a district being formed, 
only 5% are needed to form the 
district.

Investigation of a complaint — 


revealed that many County 
buildings do not meet current 
fire or safety codes: In 
addition, an even more 
stringent code goes into effect 
within two years and no 
preparations to comply with it 
have been started. The State 
Fire Marshal was invited to 


meet with us and_ review 
current and forthcoming 
requirements. 


As a direct result of these 
investigations and reviews, this 
committee found that there has 
been no preparation or training 
of personnel in any of the 
departments for fire or othe: 
emergencies. We feel that, in 
light of todays civil 
disobedience and riot-prone 
society, many of our County 
buildings and departments are 
most vulnerable. 

A review of the budget for 
1970-71. showed that, overall, 
the County was slated for a 
13% reduction in personnel, 
due to the closing of two 
hospitals, while at the same 
time the Personnel department 
was asking for more help. 

Several meetings were held 
with the Purchasing Agent and 
the P.A. (Purchasing Agent) 
stores were discussed at length. 

Complaints were received by 
this committee of the special 
treatment given the County 
Employees’ association in the 
placing of the Civil Service 
initiative on the ballot, without 
the necessity of obtaining the 
necessary signatures required by 
law. Special action by the 
Board of Supervisors replaced 
the requirement. 

This committee felt that the 
practice of 
policy prior to the fixing of 
the budget should be 
discontinued. This results in the 
budget being written to cover 
previously announced salaries, 
rather than salaries being 
determined to fall within the 
available funds budgeted. 

The fee charged for placing 
land in the Agricultural Preserve 
should be adjusted to meet the 
cost of the service. The single 
ownership fee now collected is 


releasing salary.

Recommendations: 1. As 
proposed by previous Grand 
Juries, we strongly recommend 
that immediate action be taken 
to eliminate the Tulare County

2. We’ recommend: that a 


““Feasibility Study’ be 
authorized by the Board of 
Supervisors of the combining of 
the three radio communications 
sections into one message 
center. A _ qualified outside 
agency should be retained for 
this purpose. 

3. We recommend that the 
County Administrative officer 
take immediate action to 
determine that the County is 
complying with current fire 
codes in all buildings, and that 
the County is working toward 
meeting the requirements of 
Health and Safety Code Section 
13143.4-5-6, which will become 
mandatory in 1972. 

In addition, we recommend 
that the County lease public 
utility ground wires for direct 
connection with the 
switchboard at the City of 
Visalia Public Safety building. 
With this connection, we 
recommend the installation of a 
fire alarm system. and 
emergency. signaling system 
between the county jail and the 
Public Safety building. 

To complete this transition, 
the Visalia Fire department has 
offered its services in 
conducting a training program 
for County personnel in fire 
prevention. 

4. We recommend that the 
Board of Supervisors study 
current security arrangements 
for all County. buildings, and 
satisfy themselves that all 
measures needed to protect the 
property of the County and the 
lives of its personnel have been 
taken. 

5. We recommend that the 
Board of Supervisors investigate

the possibility of programming 
more personnel records into the 
computer, thus relieving the 


Personnel department of the 


need for additional employees. 
At the same time, the 
Supervisors should look into 
the feasibility of making 
computer time available, on a 
fee basis, to other counties and 
political subdivisions. It is 
possible that income. could be 
increased from this department 
without a corresponding 
increase in overhead. 

6. This committee feels that 
the special consideration given 
the County Employees’ 
association was not in the best 
interest of the taxpayers. We 
therefore recommend that 
special consideration not be 
given to individuals or groups. 

7. We recommend that the 
insurance program for the 
County be put up for bid as a 
complete program, not item. by 
item, as some parts of the 
present . program are more 
attractive than others. 

8., This committee received 
inquiries as to the role of the 
special investigators of the 
District Attorney’s office. We 
therefore recommend that the 
Board of Supervisors conduct 
an in depth study regarding role 
of these special agents. 

9. We recommend that’ the 
Board of Supervisors investigate 
the possibility of increasing the 
amount of money available to 
the Purchasing agent for the 
stocking of his store. We feel 
that much money can be saved 
by increasing the volume of 
inventory. 

10. It has been brought to 
our attention that 
communications from the 
Board of Supervisors, through 
the County administrative 
officer, to the various 
department heads, and upward 
from the department heads 
through the Administrative 
officer to the Board lose much 
in transmission. We recommend 
that the board institute a means 
of communications on a face to 
face basis at frequent intervals, 
with the various department 
heads, without the presence of 
the administrative officer. 

Since various departments 
have been placed under’ the 
supervision of the 
Administrative officer, it seems 
that the board of supervisors 
has lost all concern about their 
function. 

The delegation of authority 
carries with: it the requirement 
to be certain that the wishes of 
the board are being carried out. 

11. We recommend that the 
board of supervisors install a 
vote-recording device in their 
chambers so that the individual 
vote is concealed until all five 
supervisors have cast their 
ballot. 

This would relieve the last 
voter of the feeling of being a 
tie breaker, enabling each to 
cast his ballot as he believes for 
the good of the county and not 
feel the pressure of any voting 
block. 

12. We recommend that the 
Board of Supervisors vote 
themselves a pay raise in an 
amount sufficient to reimburse 
them for a full time position. 
Under presemt statutes they are 
regarded as part time 
employees, although they 
manage to devote 50 to 60 
hours per week to the job. 

It is our feeling that the 
governing board of a county 
this size, charged with the wise 
spending of $50 million per 
year, deserves to be regarded as 
“full-time” employees.
